General Staffs Continue 
Conversations-—Defence

LONDON, Feb. 22.—Disclosure 
that the British and French gen- 
eral staffs were “continuing con- 
| versations” and a hint that Great 
| Britain might send another large

‘PIFFLING’ AID 


Charges Dominion Shows 
Discrimination Among 
Provinces 


Discrimination against Alberta 
by the Dominion government in 
the matter of highway construc- 
tion assistance was charged in the 
legislature on Tuesday by Hon, 
W. A. Fallow, minister of public
